I am restoring a 1930/31 Deforest Crosley, replaced the caps., sxrebuilt the 
old wet electrolytics using new electrolytics inside and returned them to 
the chassis. Replaced all the old out of spec resistors, which in this set 
is basically all of them. Now I am down to the power and output 
transformers. The original wiring is part cloth covered and part rubber 
insulated. The cloth covered is all hard and dry and not too much of an 
issue if left alone, but the old rubber insulated is so dried out its 
basically like brittle bakelite, one touch, and its falling to pieces. My 
concern is where the wires come through the chassis. Originally, Deforest 
used a thick rubber sleeve and now its like glass. Whats the general 
concensus? For safety sake, I think I should either 


1/ Uunsolder the loose ends, break off all the old insulation and replace 
with a new coating of spagetti or plastic tubing? OR 


2/ Remove the transformers whole and replace all the wiring at the core?

John, what do do. I have done a variety of things including what you 
mentioned. Cloth wiring that is intact and has at least a little 
flexibility I usually either treat with WD-40 (brushed on) or thinned 
laquer. It's a 

judgement call as to which approach is better for extended safe service 
life. 


Glassified rubber that is not likely to be moved will get a couple of coats 
of laquer. The rest will get replaced with modern PVC insulated hookup wire 
of the same gauge and color. 


In the case of power transformers I have had to replace spaghetti on magnet 
wire leads where the old has turned to powder. I've had to remove 
transformers and relead them where the leads are too badly deteriorated to 
be trusted inside the transformer. It's partly an appearance issue too. 


I also apply WD-40 to old transformers to help seal out moisture. The 
choice of WD-40 (or equivalent product) is for its penetration capability as 
well as its insulating property. Magnet wire insulation in ancient 
transformers is very fragile and the only thing that keeps a tranformer from 
failing is relatively low voltage gradients between turns and layers. I 
believe the light oil helps to replace the function of cracked and displaced 
magnet wire insulation by sealing out air. It's only a theory and there may 
be a detriment to such a practice so use your own judgement.

On further thought.... 


It was mentioned that the application of heat can free a stuck slug. Heat 
can work to free slugs in paper based or phenolic coil forms but not in 
plastic coil forms as the plastic will soften and effectively weld the slug 
in place. 


If a slug is not broken but just stuck in place due to the adhesive effect 
of coil form impregnant acetone can free up the slug.

I'm restoring a G.E. wooden case table top radio, vintage circa 1940, model 
JK-70. It's a pretty standard tube line-up with what amounts to one IF 
stage, one tube and two transformers in the IF strip. I know it's 
considered "cheating" but I'm using a schematic from a CD that might be a 
scan of a Canadian Radio College volume page. Now the fun begins. 


The second IF transformer output coil/cap tabs are not connected to anything 
(if the letters on the schematic and transformer base are accurate) and 
there's no sign they've ever received solder. The radio shows signs of 
having been repaired at least once. The schematic indicates the two IF 
transformers are similar if not exactly the same. The first one has 
connections that make sense and that follow the schematic. 


The radio plays and appears normal after replacing a couple of leaky caps 
and a burned resistor. (Result of one leaky cap) I haven't done any 
sensitivity checks but top and bottom slugs in both IF transformers respond 
to aligning just like the alignment directions say they should. 


So what gives?

Hi Ken, 

You probably have a bad detector diode in the reverse power part of your SWR 
bridge. Th Midland unit is just a simple reflectometer, as I recall, and 
most likely used Ge diodes to pick off the forward and reverse voltage. 


The "dipping" you see in the forward position probably means that when you 
tune your Matchbox to resonance, you're minimizing the impedance, thus 
causing the forward voltage reading to drop. I doubt you'd see the same 
thing with other antennas.
